SPAIN 1S SEERING 
10 WIN TANGIER 
BY LEAGUEACTION 


Observers in Madrid Be- 
lieve Return to League 
Is Conditional on Grant- 


ing of Mandate.

Madrid, September 11.—Spain’s 


| withdrawal from the League of Na- 


tions is believed to have been part of 
her campaign to obtain possession of 


Tangier, the unfortified port across 


the straits from Gibraltar, which now 
‘s controlled by a group of powers, 
including Spain. 

Observers here put such an interpre- 
tation on today’s withdrawal, and as- 
sumed. from it that the government 
would maintain its frequently an- 
nounced policy of remaining outside 
the league-until the Tangier question 
was settled. Even if the powers should 
ask the league to give Spain a 10- 
year mandate on Tangier, it was 
thought that she would not return to 
the league without gaining a perma- 


/ nent council seat. 


Spain’s action in withdrawing, 1 


appeared today. was influenced some- : 


what by the belief of other powers 
that she had been bluffing both with 
respect to the league and to Tangier. 
Officials here believe that NSpain’s 
position had been strengthened in that 
she has showed that she means what 
she sass. 

Diplomatic activity with regard to 
Tangier probably will be renewed as 
soon as the league meeting at Geneva 
ends. 

Spain is anxious to accelerate the 
discussion because of the military situ- 
ation in Spanish Morocco, which sur- 
rounds Tangier on three sides.

North Carolinian De- 
clares That a Surplus of 
$562,000,000 Will Be 
Available for Purpose. 


CUT IS DECLARED 
DUTY OF CONGRESS

Taxes in Excess of: Ordi- 


nary Expenditures 
Should Be Stopped as 
Speedily as Possible, He 
Says. 


Washington September -11.—(4) — 
A half billion dollar tax reduction 
will be demanded by the democrats 
at the next session of congress, Sena- 
tor Simmons, North Carolina, rank- 
ing democrat on the senate finance 
committee, declared tonight in a state- 
ment issued through the democratic 
national committee. 

He charged the republicans with 
deliberately attempting to hold off 
another reduction until next year to 
further the ambitions of republican 
presidential aspirants, and to provide 
political capital. 

A surplus of $562,000,000 will be 
available for reduction at the coming 
session of congress, said Senator Sim- 
mons. It is the clear duty of congress, 
he added, to distribute this “unneed:d 
treasury surplus, and to put a stop to 


|this unnecessary taxation as soon as 
| possible.” 


Entitled To Reduction. 

“If the overburdened taxpayers 
were entitled to a reduction at che 
last session of congress because cf 
their estimated surplus of only about 
$300,000,000, why, with a surplus in 
the treasury nearly twice as great, 
are they not entitled to another redue- 
tion at the coming session of ecn- 


gress?” asked the North Carolina sen- 
ator. 

“This enormous surplus of more 
than half a billion dollars represent 
axes paid in excess of ordinary ex- 
penditures and unneeded for the pur- 
pose for which collected. It wounid 
seem clear that this unnecessary °x- 
action should be discontinued as speed- 
ily as legislatively practicable. 

Panes é : 

‘Evidently if this great hoard is 
withheld from the taxpayers, as pro- 
a by the administration, anril 
t le Spring of 1928, the incomes and 
earnings of industry for the calendyr 
year of 1926 would get no relief from 
the reduction while miscellaneous tex 
payers for the calendar year 1927 
would get no relief from unneeded ex- 
action for a full year after relief is 
due. On the other hand, if the re- 
duction is made at the coming session 
of congress, reduction in income rates 
would retrosctively cover earnings of 
1926, and most, if -not all, miscellane- 
Cus excise taxes except on a few lux- 
uries would be repealed or reduced a 
year sooner than under the adminis- 
a program. The next reduction 
will deal almost entirely with rates. 


Suspicion Aroused. 


“Certain circumstances connected 
with the last deduction aroused sus- 
picion that the administration sup- 
posedly for politica] reasons, had de- 
liberately planned two separate re- 
ductions ; a small one for use in the 
bi-election campaign this year and a 
bigger one to become effective immedi- 
ately preceding the presidential. cam- 
puign and the election of 1928. How- 
ever that may be, with an actual and 
estimated surplus of &£52,000.000 
available for reduction at the coming 
session of congress it is difficult to 
discover any good reason for with- 
holding and postponing that reduction 
for a full year except to promote the 
ambition of republican presidential as- 


|pirants and to provide political eapi- 


tal for the republican party.” 
Senator Simmons declared that 
lijuidation of the war debt was close- 
ly connected with the question of tax 
reiuction and that when congress 
meets in December the minority will 
demand not only sweeping tax redue- 
tion but that sinee the forsign debtors 
have been given 62 years in which to 
pay their debts the taxpayers of the 
United States be given at least half 
that time in which to liquidate the 
ammeter incurred by the foreign

Beaubian is one of Chicago's old- 
est settlers and he belongs to the fa- 
mous Beaubian family, which is identi- 
fied with Chicago history since early - 
in the 19th century. His cousm was 
Mark Keaubian. the first white child 
to be born in this district. 

The Beaubian family was founded 
in this country in 1790, when three 
brothers came here from France. One 
settled in Quebec, one in Detroit and 
the third tn Chicago. 

Judge David suggested that attor- 
neys and principals get together and 
work out a settlement of Beaubian’s 
troubles. The best solution, he pointed 
out, would be to permit Beaubian to 
be divorced and remarry his first 
wife, if she agreed.

The south possesses advantages un- 
equalled in any other part of the 
United States and the whole nation is 
beginning to appreciate the opportuni- 
ties offered by this section, according 
to C. E. Durst, editor of the Ameri- 
ean Fruit Grower, Chicago, in a ra- 
dio talk for the Sears-Roebuck Agri- 
cultural foundation, Atlanta. As ed-

September 11.—(P)—At- 
tempts by eastern shorts to cover, 
coupled with reports of unfavorable 
weather in the Canadian northwest, 


offset bearish construction. placed on 
the United States and Canadian gov- 
ernment crop reports of yesterday, 
and boosted wheat values after an 
ezrly downward trend. At the finish 
wheat showed a net gain of 1 3-4 to 
21-2c: corn was unchanged to 1 1-4e 
up. oats advanced 7-8 to 1 1-4e and 
provisions were unchanged to 2 1-2c 
higher. 

Wheat was relatively easy at the 
start on selling induced by the Ca- 
nadian crop report of yesterday which 
svezested around 80,000,000 bushels 
more than a month = ago. Buving 
however, which set in on the decline, 
improved and the early losses were 
guickly wiped out, with prices ad- 
vaneing + to 4 1-4e from the low 
point of the day. As the buying in- 
creased offerings became scarce with 
a general covering by shorts. 

Wet weather was reported in AIl- 
berta and the forecast was for show- 
ers on this side of the line. Despite 
the fact that the combined crop re- 
perts of the two governments -indi- 
cated North America would have 150,- 
000,000 bushels more than a- year 
it was pointed out that harvést- 
ing in the northwest, because of the 
unfavorable conditions, would be 
greatly impeded. 

Prospects of frost tonight in parts 
of the northwest with the possibility 
that the cold might reach some see- 
tions of the middlewest led to free 
buying of corn and a higher level of 
values. The foreeast indicated more 
rnin. over the corn belt and in addi- 
tion offerings were light. 

Oats were higher with the govern- 
ment report constrned as bullish. Pro- 
visions were easier on scattered sell- 
and in sympathy with weakness 
in cottonseed oil.

Lee's Surrender in 1865 


I shall strive to pin below the story 
cf Lee’s surrender as related to me 
by my grandfather many years ago. 
Although it is an incident which 
brings back sad memories, still 1 will 
try to forgét, for the present, the 
hurdships our beloved Conefderates en- 


dured and give to the younger gener- 
ations now budding into manhood and 
womanhood facts . concerning thia, 
great struggle as related to me. 

It was a little over sixty years ag 
that General Lee surrendered to Gen- 
eral Grant at Appomattox court house 
and all the hopes of the south were 
crushed. A great and mighty re- 
sponsibility rested on Lee’s shoulders 
because he had to show ¢to*the world 
how “brave” men go down to defeat 
while on the other hand Grant showed 
how they met with that wonderful 
thing to everybody “victory.” There 
is no scene, or will there ever be, which 
will remain in the hearts of the 
people, as that enacted April 9, 18665. 

The whole world, and especially the 
south, were proud the way Lee held up 
under the mighty weight and drank 
his cup of bitternes: without a mur- 
mur. 

Lee was asked by many of his fol- 
lowers, what history would say to his 
surrender and he replied: Yes, | know 
they will say very hard things of 
us: they will not, and cannot, under- 
stand that we were overwhelmed bs 
numbers; but even that is not the 
onestion;: the question is, is it right 
to surrender this army? If it is not 
right, then I shoulder all of the re- 
spor sibility. 

Time bas proven that he was right 
in the end. ‘he surrender might have 
been postponed, it is true, indefinite- 
ly. but the stand General Lee took 
made this impossible. He knew there 
was no use to fight longer, because 
our spirit, the spirit of the southern 
gray, was already broken. Her people 
bad lost heart and the army of north- 
ern Virginia had dwindled down ‘to 
just a mere handful. In the very last 
davs of retreat from Richmond, Lee 
had no more than 30.000 men while 
Grant's forces numbered over 150,000, 
And then Grant’s men were fresh and 
in the pink of condition while our 
men were completely exhausted and 


would wander from the line of march 
in search of some little piece of food. 
Many ate grass or leaves @nd marched 
on and on determined to hold out to 
the end. Here and there one woul: 
get hold of a dried @ar of corn anid 
considered it as a three days’ ration. 
Many pasture fields where wild oa- 
ions were growing were despoiled of 
their fruitage by famishing men. The 
bursting buds of .he forest trees were 


reaten; even haystacks, when they were 


infrequently found, were devoured as 
humafti food for lack of anything bet- 
ter. 

“There was no other road beside 
that of surrender on which our army 
could travel. Resistance was futile; 
escape utterly impossible. At last the 
ragged, shoeless, unfed gray remnant 
f the army of northern Virginia 
ound themselves walled in by ap army 
of Blue Lee sent his message to 
Grant.. A meeting was arranged upon 
and those who were left of a once 
magnificent and powerful army laid 
down their arins to fight no more.” 

Grandfather said, “I have always 
admired Grant for the way he acted 
about the victory of his army. In- 
stead of being domineering, be acted 
in a manner that befitted a true 
gentleman and soldier. He permitted 
ro demonstrations of any kind on the 

art of the victorious army. When 

e learned that our men were starving 
he feu them. He allowed them to keep 
their firearms and horses. 

When Lee left the MeClean house 
where the treaties had been signed he 
mounted Traveler, his horse, and road 
slowly toward our army. Our men 
were grouped about the hills. Their 
last hopes had been blasted. ‘Their 
abasement complete. They were 
weary, footsore, ill; exhausted = in 
mind body and spirit. Yet when 
they saw their old commander on his 
familiar gray horse al] these things 
were forgotten. Only their love for 
him, a love founded on perfect confi- 
dente and respect, was remembered. 
In an instant they were about him, 
bareheaded, with tear-wet faces; 
thronging him, kissing ~kis hands, his 
boots, his saddle; weeping; cheering 
him with their tears, shouting his 
name to the very skies.

Washington, September 12.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondent )—President Cvol- 
idge says tlre campaign issue is pros- 
perity. If that is 
the issue, and if the 
republican party is 
entitled to credit 
for it, there should 
be little doubt 
about the outcome. 
Whatever party is 
in power usually 
gets credit for pros- 
yerity fas it usual- 
y gets credit for 
good crops and 
good weather). 
Probably it is not 
only adventitious 
but logical that the 
party which bas 
been in power sub- 
stantially since the war ended should 
get credit for steering the country 
through nearly six years of readjust- 
ment without any of the economic de- 
bacles that have plagued almost every 
country since the recent war, that have 
plagued nearly all countries after all 
; Wars. 
| In any event, the prosperity is here. 
| Excepting a few spots—the textile 
| manufacturers of New England and 
the farmers of a comparatively few 
portions of the west—there never was 
such prosperity. It calls for almost 
any superlative adjectives you can find 
iu the dictionary. It is a wonder otf 
the world. Other countries hear of 
it—England, Germany, as far as Aus- 
tralia and Japan—and send delegates 
here made up of economists, scientists, 
government officials, bankers, com- 
mittees of trade organizations, to study 
the causes of our prosperity and find 
ways by which they can duplicate 1. 

These Europeans visiting America, 
when asked what impresses them most, 
invariably reply that it is the unl 
versal well being. They recite cata- 
logues of the material riches in the 
‘hands of the American people—every- 
body with an automobile who wants 
one (which is the same as saying 
everybody has command of the power 
of 20 to 40 horses); the abundance 
and variety of food—so much so that 
our waste of food usually is one of 
the details that foreigners notice, the 
variety and attractiveness of cloth- 
| ing—every shop girl dressed to — 
‘the queen of Sheba envious, the candy 
shops; everybody with a telephone, 
‘the attendance at games, the radios, 
the victrolas—practically every youth 
that wants to be able to get a college 
education if he and his family are 
willing to make the slightest sacrifice. 

These are the aspects of American 
life noticed by foreigners coming from 
countries where masses teeter on the 
narrow edge between barely enough 
to live on and actual want; where ex- 
isting unemployment 1s in many cases 
(a present social problem and W arding 
off unemployment is the chief concern 
of government. 

To most of our own people the na- 
tion’s well being is so familiar that 
they take it for granted. But thought- 
fu) persons who take trips through 
the country come back in a mood al- 
most like awe, saying, “Heavens, what 
a country!” ‘There 18 hardly a flaw 
in the prosperity, except the very few 
spots already mentioned. It suffuses

America’s present well being is base

That th 
enrichment should be particularly ap 
parent just now is largely a cumula 
tive effect.

Crusading for Uncle Sam 


A Determined Endeavor to Recover 
Rich Public Land? 


BY SAM W. SMALL. 


The board of land appeals ip the 
interior department has been hearing 
the past two weeks an argu- 
ment in a case that 
carrieg much  per- 
sonal “and political 
dynamite in its 
bosom. 

It is a new phase 
of those famous, 
and sometimes in- 
famous, Spanish 
and Mexican land 
grant cases. that 
have agitated Cali- 
_ fornia since the 
taking over of that 
territory fron 


Mexico in 1846. 
Since that time 
the land of the nation 
have had to deal with the prob- 
lems involving’ private claims and 
the public domain out there. The 


supreme court of the nation has la- 


‘bored over and decided scores of the 


appealed cases, either to affirm gen- 

uine grants or reject fraudulent ones. 
The Basic History. 

In the era of early discoveries and 

settlements in the Pacific coast re- 


gions the title to the lands were vest- 
ed by international law in the crown 
of Spain. That kingdom had a sys- 
tem of laws regulating the giving and 
recording of royal grants of land, to 
which. all Spanish grants shoulda con- 
form. But, when Mexico became in- 
dependent, by the treaty of Cordova, 
the crown lands became the putlic do- 
main of the new nation. Thereafter 
all grants of land were to be in con- 
formity with Mexican legislation. 
By that legislation it was permit- 
ted to governors of provinces to give 
grants of the publie land to individ- 
vals or companies of persons for pur- 
poses of settlement, cultivation, graz- 


jing, ete, 


All such granis, however, had to be 
officially made, attested and either 
affirmed by the departmental = as- 
sembly or the executive authority in 
Mexico City, the national eapital, and 
duly recorded in books provided for 


that specific purpose. Many — such 
grants have heen = properly proven, 


recognized and validated by the ex- 
ecutive or judicial authorities of this 
country, 


When Fraud Entered the Game. 


Just on the eve of California falling 
into the passession of. the United 
States one Don Pio Pico was the act- 
ing Mexican governor of the territory 
of California. By the = subsequent 
solemn findings of the supreme court 
of the United States he was a genial. 
generous, grafting rascal of the broad 
stripe that has so often disgraced the 
Mexican people. 

Realizing that he was soon to he- 
come ousted from office and authority 
be began to bargain the publie do- 
main for his private enrichment. He 
made many jilegal grants of 
tracts of land to those he favored and 
who had filled his hand. 

Very rarely were anv of the grants 
submitted to the 
and Jegally confirmed and properly 
recorded in the Mexican archives, It 
it these fraudulent, unlawful, ante- 
cated and invalidated grants that have 
kept the land authorities and courts of 
the nation busy and aggravated for SO

The division inspector for the de- 
partment of the interior, J. H. Fa- 
vorite, notified each of the applicants 
that hi» or her filing was “rejected 
because the land is embraced in the 
exterior boundaries of a patented pri- 
vate land claim known as Rancho Los 
Palos Verdes,’’ which he said was “a 
grant made June 3, 1846, by Governor 
Pio Pico.” 

The statement by the division in- 
spector that the lands filed upon are 
in a grant by the Mexican provisional 
governor on June 3, 1846, is at wide 
variance with the extensively adver- 
tised claim of the Vanderlip syndi- 
cate, now in possession, that they ac- 
quired the disputed lands in 191%, 
“thus beeoming the sixth owner in 
succession from the original grant of 
the king of Spain, more than one 
hundred years ago.” 

‘The Homesteaders’ Claim. 


In the face of this discrepancy he- 
tween the claim of the land depart- 
ment officials and the claiming pos- 
sessors of the lands in question, John 
Adams and his associate homestead 
applicants made and perfected ap- 
peils to the commissioner of the gen- 
eral land offree, asking that tne ee- 
jections by the Los Angeles register 
be overruled and their applications be 
allowed. 

In each appeal the histerical and 
legal status of the lands’ were 
meticulously sefiforth, the gravamen 
of the case being: 

“That the said homestead entry is 
not within the boundaries of the al- 
leged Rancho Palos Verdes, nor with- 
in the boundaries of any lawful grant 
made by the republic of Mexico or the 
kingdom of Spain; and is, and has 
been since July 7, 1846. a part of the 
public domain of the United States.” 

In that statement rests the basis 
of the ease of the homesteaders. If 
the lawful title to the lands is vested 
in private interests, they admit they 
are wrongly claiming homesteads on 
such lands; but, if the title is vested 
in the government, as trustee for the 
people of the United States, then they 
eontend they are right in claiming 
homesteads thereon. 

The Crux of the Contest. 

There is:the gist of the whole con- 
troversy now before the board of land 
appeals, to wit: Is this alleged Rancho 
Palos Verdes publie domain, or is it 
lawfully in the possession of the par- 
tics now holding and exploiting it? 

The pending appeal is to the secre- 
tary of the interior from the decision 
of Commissioner Spry, who, on March 
©7, 1926, affirmed the rejection of the 
homestead applications by the Los 
Angeles register, and gave as his rea- 
son: ‘ 

“The land is within the exterior 
limits of a confirmed Mexiean grant 
known as the ‘Rancho de Los Palos 
Verdes.’ surveved by Deputy Surveyor 
Henry Hancock in September, 1859, 
was approved by the

that are said to rest upon illegitimate 
Mexican grants obtained by bribery 
and collusion from Governor Pio Pico 
and his confederates. | 

For that reason a tremendous com- 
bination of land ang financial inter- 
ests in California, New York and else- 
where, is formed and is fighting in 
every possible way to defeat 
Rancho Palos Verdes homesteaders. 

The Vanderlip syndicate alone 
claims its twenty-five square miles to 
be worth $100.000,000 and is reported 
to lave already sold bonds or titles 
thereon to the sum of $20,000,000. 
The representatives of the syndicate 
have said that to validate the claims 
of the homesteaders will impose upon 


the syndicate the necessity of refund- 
ing that huge sum. Hence the activ. 


ity and ingenuity of extensive finan- 
cial and political interests to defeat 
the contesting homesteaders. ' 

But the broad issue persists—is the 
land publie domain by treaty and law? 
If so, the homesteaders are right! 

The Senate May Act. 

In the event that the officials of 
the interior department insist upon 
holding to the Pio Pico grant of June 
3, 1846, there are senators of the 
nation who propose, through a senate 
investigation, to open the entire ree- 
ord and make definite and final dis- 
covery of the facts involved in this 
and like cases affecting lands in the 
territories ceded by Mexico to the 
United States.

Mrs. Felton Inveighs Against Weakness | 
, Of Banking Laws of the State

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To the Press of Georgia and to the 
Members-Elect of the Next Legis- 
lature: 

I am warning you that the effort 
will be made next summer to secure 
legislation professedly improving the 
bunk laws, but which will be so 
shaped as to make them more unjust, 
more despotic and more inefficient. 

It is an impossille law as well as 
a bad law. When my case was 
argued in the supreme court my at- 
torney stated that it would ineyitably 
prove to be an absolute farce. With- 
in 60 days that prophecy was veri- 
fied, when S86 banks failed in one day. 

The Fulton county‘ grand jury re- 
cently demanded the removal of the 
superintendent and, on the 3d of Sep- 
tember, that officer filed with the 
governor his protest and defense, a 
document in which he points out many 
asserted defects in the law. Among 
them he declares that the funds pro- 
vided make it impossible to properly 
audit the banks. I hold no brief for 
Mr. Bennett, but in this complaint. 
at least, he speaks the truth. I so 
declared in my suit and he denied it 
in his answer. As for his other Claims 
1 must differ from him, 

‘These contentions are that the law 
gave him no authority adequate to 
deal with the evils he found. See- 
tion 1 of article VIL makes him an 
absolute dictator. If that law is 
valid, Lis power is without limit, and 
in the exercise of it the courts are 
denied jurisdiction to interfere. 

It is a curious circumstanee that. 
on the very day he published his 
answer to the grand jury, the attor- 
ney for the associated banks comes 
to the defense.of Mr. Bennett and 
declares him entitled to the eternal 
gratitude of the people, but bases the 
defense on exactly the opposif@® con- 
tention from those advanced by Mr. 
Bennett himself, and declares the law 
perfect. 

They may fight out that quarrel 
between them. IL am not either at- 
tacking Mr. Bennett or defending 
him, but on this point he is right. 
lf he were the greatest financier the 
world ever produced, and the wisest 
and best of men, nobody on God's 
earth could carry out that law with 
less than a million dollars a year. 

Nobody who owns a thinking ma- 


chine and knows how to use it can 
read and study the banking law of 
1919 without seeing that it not only 
fails to give protection against reck- 
less banking, but encourages it. The 
trouble is that the law is not shaped 
by the people and for the people, but 
that with an arrogant chain bank sys- 
tem under one control, and controlling 
incidentally many members. of the 
legislature, it has been impossible to 
Obiain safeguarding legislation that 
was not first approved by the head 
of this dangerous system. That is 
why any such proposed safeguarding 
legislation has been promptly defeated. 
through the operation of a chain of 
small banks loaded with worthless 
paper. ‘They were strong enough in 
the legislature to kill legislation in- 
tended to secure deposits by fortifying 
them with legislation not liked by 
those who were manipulating the de- 
posits of the public. No man ean 
serve two masters, and IT warn you 
now that if a bill is laid before you 
next summer, that is written by such 
banks or for such banks, it will not 


it worse, If the legislature of 1919 
had studied, nay, if 
read that law, they would never have 
passed it. 

Many of the big banks of the state 
have sought to secure the necessary 
legislation to protect the public. They 
were thwarted by some of the little 
banks which did not want their ae- 
counts examined.

But it ean not and 
never will be efficient; and the super- 
intendent, now when he must defend 
himself against the complainings of 
the grand jury, admits and cries aloud 
that this is so; although but a few 
weeks ago, when 1 was seeking the 
protection of the courts, he was even 
more laudatory of the virtues of the 
law, than the attorney for the asso- 
ciated banks who declares that the 
law is perfect and Mr. Bennett a 
paragon of wisdem in its enforce- 
ment; both of them shutting their 
eyes to the fact that, under the ad- 
ministration of a perfect bank law. 
by a perfect officer, 86 banks failed 
in one day! 

Gentlemen of the press and of the 
legislature, do you know that this law 
provides that the depositors of a fail- 
ed bank, the poor who furnish all its 


capital, are the last to be paid? Do 
regulate the banking business, in 
reality relieves the bank of liability 
for paying a check on a_ forged in- 
dorsement and puts the loss on the 
drawer of the check?

If you 
know the truth the truth will make 
us all free. In knowledge there is 
power, If you inform yourselves of 
the facts. you will write a law that 
will give equal rights to all and 
special favors to none, and that will 
not shut the doors of the courts in 
the faces of the helpless. You will 
wrife a Jaw under which it will not 
he possible for a state efficer to pub- 
lish that the Bank of Donaldseonville 
has $600,000 of good assets, and then, 
in a few weeks, take over these as- 


seis and solemnly proclaim that 
$200.000 of them are = absolutely 
worthless.

Only to Find It Wasn't 
Mecca, After All. 


S Eddie Keedick sat before 
the lighted mirror in his 
dressing room and_ thrust 
forth a silken foot which his 
valet, kneeling, encased in a 
gleaming patent leather 

dancing shoe, he was reflecting upon 
the swift and sudden stroke of fate 
that had lifted him to this exalted po- 
sition in the world.

HE teaching of Jesus was more 
revolutionary than we have been 
accustomed to think in its opposition

tions. One of these 
refuted conceptions 
was that God 
through nature was 
partial to the good. 
The old idea lin- 
gers, despite the 
declaration of Jesus 
that the sun shines 
andthe rain falls on 
the ftelds without 
regard to the moral 
or religious character of the own- 
ers. The corn or cotton of the most 
stingy farmer yields a harvest as 
abundant as the crops cultivated by 
the most generous saint, and a more 
abundant harvest if the stingy farmer 
is a more skillful farmer. 

Preachers have claimed that the 
boll weevil came as a punishment be- 
cause the farmers had failed to pay 
their tithes. 


Marvelous accounts have 
given of the miraculous protection of 
the Lord’s acre from the ravages of 
the boll weevil. This sort of phil- 
osophy is too precarious a founda- 
tion for the faith, and would have 
completely wrecked the ancient faith 
of Judaism, but for the widening con- 
ception of the progressive revelation 
as found in Book of Job. 

This is not to say that nature is 
only a wondrous pageant, without 
meaning and purpose. It must be a 
matter of infinite concern to God, 
whether man is wicked or righteous, 
selfish or generous. God cares and 
there must be a worthy purpose in the 
fact that nature is not made to show 
special favors to the good.

There is divine assistance for the 
good. But what is the method of 
divine help that is fundamental? It 
must be free from a suspicion of par- 
tisan bias which constructs arguments 
that must receive severe jolts and re- 
act against the faith. We cannot hold 
to the partiality of nature. In the 
late world war the swollen Piave 
river was interpreted as the special in- 
tervention of God. But what about 
the winds favoring the Germans in 
their first gas attack at Ypres? 

But God does care, and God does 
guide amid the conflict of worldly 
forces. There is the promise of in- 
tellectual enlightenment. 

Marshal Foch; in connection with 
the victory of the allies, said, “I do 
not say that a miracle intervened 
when in a historical movement clear- 
sightedness was given to men, a clar- 
ity of vision that has determined 
movements big with consequence. It 
is my belief that clearness of percep- 
tion—and | think I had it at the 
Marne and at the Yser—comes from 
a providential source, and that a vic- 
tortous decision is brought from oa 
high by a supreme and divine will.” 

The good are exposed to all the 
natural calamities which come to men, 
and there is the common heritage of 
sickness and sorrow. But the spirit of 
God speaks to the spirits of the gaod 
and leads them in the right way, 


Again the divine concern is mani- 
fest in the access of strength which 
comes to the man who has a clear 
moral conviction of being on the side 
ot God and the right. 


“My good blade carves the casques 
of men, 


My good lance thrusteth sure, 
My strength is as the strength of ten 
Because my heart is pure.” 


There is nothing so weakening as 


the realization that one is fighting 
against the established moral order 


of the universe. 
That which we call morale springs 
from the consciousness that we are 


We 
are not to depend on the partiality of 
God in nature outside of us, but on 
the power of God inside of us.

—The Story of Herman Billik 


ETWEEN March, 1905, aud 
November 30, 1906, five 
deaths had occurred in the 
family of Martin and Rosa 
Vrzal, of Chicago. The first 
death had been that of Vrzal 
himselt, and then followed four of hts 
children. They had been healthy chil- 
dren. It was as though some terrible 
scourge had visited the one-tune hap- 
py home. 

The very fact of the deaths com- 
ing so close together would have 
been enough to arouse talk, and pos- 
sibly suspicions, among the neighbors, 
but in this particular case there was 
more than just the appalling fre- 
quency of the deaths. There were 
dark, mysterious hints of strange do- 
ings in the Vrzal home. 

Neighbors discussing the deaths 
visited a policeman who lived near 
by and he put the matter before In- 
spector Shippy, of the Chicago police 
department. Shippy ordered a lieu- 
tenant to investigate 
ihe story and to re- 
port. The investiga- 
ior reported that he 
could find nothing 
unusual,

While he was questioning her a 
daughter, Emma, recently a_ bride, 
came into the station and, since the 
officer had been able to obtain but 
little information from the mother, 
he turned to her hopefully. 

“Can you help me at all, miss? 
Shippy queried. 

“Yes I can,” the girl replied. “Find 
Herman Billik and you'll find out 
about those deaths.”’ 

“What do you mean?” 

“! mean he’s the one responsible.’ 

Shippy went forth in search of the 
mysterious Billik, but before he was 
able to find the man Mrs. Vrzal had 
had time to confer with the so-called 
seer and to inform him of the turn 
in events. Billik was prepared, there- 
tore, when the officer located him 
and placed him under arrest. He pro- 
tested his innocence, but he submit- 
ied to arrest quietly. They started out 
for the police station, 

“Go get Mrs. Vrzal,’’ the inspec- 
tor ordered one of his men. “There 
are a few more questions | want to 
ask her.” 

“But Rosa Vrzal was dead. 

She had taken poison. The police 
believe it was part of a death pact 
with Billik, an agreement he himself 
had never for a moment intended to 
keep. The police version was that 
Vrzal knew too much about Billik’s 
activities, and that the fortune teller 
therefore persuaded her to die -with 
him. She was dead when the officer 
came to arrest her as a material wit- 
Ness. 

With this death, augmenting the

Vrzal, 17 years old, the only son, and 
Bertha, 7, had told incriminating 
Stories to the examining body. 


Even the prisoner’s son, Herman, 
Jr., 17 years old, turned against his 
father. He and Jerry Vrzal told of an 
altempt of Billik and Mrs. Vrzal to 
asphyxiate three of the girls with the 
idea of obtaining the insurance on all 
the lives. This was after Martin and 
the first daughter died. 

Son’s Story. 


According to them, the professor 
and Mrs. Vrzal went into the girls’ 
room, and the boys heard them talk- 
ing there for a moment and then 
creep out. Later the boys smelled 
gas and went to the bedroom and 
found the gas jet wide open, they told 
the police. They told of occasions 
also when the professor had given 
the children powder “to make them 
sleep.” 

Neighbors filled in the gaps in the 
story, telling of the strange relations 
of Mrs. Vrzal and Billik. The man 
had the hypnotic eye, they said, and 
when he chose to use it few women 
could withstand him. If the story had 
happened twenty years later it would 
have been said that Professor Billik 
had a highly developed sex appeal. 

The trial for the murder of Mary 
Vrzal began before Judge Albert C. 
Barnes on June 28, 1907. . Billik 
sought to throw the blame for the 
mysterious deaths upon Emma Vraal, 
who was now Mrs. Nieman despite the 
rare herb and the marvelous spell Bil- 
lik had cast upon the favored suitor. 
He tried to link her up with the trage- 
dies and offered various alibis. He 
admitted he had no supernatural 
power, that he was only a faker. 

“You lied to the Vrzals to get their 
money?’ he was asked.

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Augusta House Where 13 Revolutionary Patriots Were Executed |

S the name of Benedict Ar- 
nold will ever be associated 
with treason in the minds of 
all Americans so will Geor- 
gians always associate the 
name of Thomas Brown with 
infamy. It is doubtful, however, if 

Arnold, traitor though he was, would 

have countenanced, not to Say prac- 

ticed the diabolic deeds in which 

Brown’s savage soul reveled! 

Both, for their own safety, fled to 
England when the revolution was 
over, where Arnold lived spurned and 
hated by his buyers; one only remain- 
ing loyal—his wife, beautiful Mar- 
garet (“Peggy”) Shippen, of Phila- 
delphia, who had married hint in the 
heyday of his success as an American 
officer. 

Unfortunately we know little of 
Brown’s life in England except that he 
died many years later in England, in 
prison—a convicted forger—but in

The doors and 
windows were barricaded and holes 
bored in the walls, through which the 
Tories, with the long range rifles, held 
the Patriots at bay. The latter had 
no cannon so General Clark planned 


to starve out the occupants. For four

unable to march, were left behind, 
their commander feeling sure that 
they would be treated as prisoners of 
war. But he did not then know the 
savage heart of the vindictive Brown. 
Thirteen Wounded: Hanged. 

An iron beam formed a gallows at 
the top of the spiral staircase from 
which 13 of the wounded Patriots 
were hanged. It is possible that a 
duplicate of this peculiarly construct- 
ed ‘staircase does not exist since none 
of the hundreds who have viewed it, 
have ever seen one of its kind. A 
succession of spirals from lower floor 
to the top forms an aperture or well 
about four feet in diameter. From 
his couch in the hall Brown could not 
see his suspended victims but in or- 
der that he might see their dying 
agonies, each victim was pushed from 
the gallows and fell with a dull thud 
near his couch while he gave utter- 
ance to grunts of satisfaction. 

The remaining prisoners, 17 in 
number, were turned over 
to the Indian allies who, 
forming a circle round 
them in the front yard, 
put them to death with 
fiendish tortures.

much you love me,” read one from 
Rosa Vrzal. “The old woman is not 


worth that much money anyway. If 


you loved me you would have poison- 
ed her long ago. I am waiting a re- 
ply from you.” 

The “old woman” referred to was 
Billik’s mother, said the defendant. 
He said he had promised Mrs. Vrzal 
that he would do away with his 
mother, but had had no intention of 
fulfilling his promise. 

So the weeks and the months pass- 
ed and a whole year went by. Dur- 
ing that time Billik had several times 
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been close to the end. Once he had 
mounted the scaffold only to gain a 
reprieve at almost the ultimate min- 
ute. On June 12 1908, he again 
stood on the same platform, awaiting 
the rope which was to snap his neck. 
This time he seemed doomed. 


But again he escaped. Two min- 
utes before the trap was to be sprung, 
Federal Judge Kennesaw Mountain 
Landis, who is today absolute ruler 
of the baseball major leagues, ordered 
a Stay. 

Father O’Callaghan held meetings 
all over the city, as many as eight a 
day, arousing public sentiment on be- 
half of the prisoner. He was a con- 
vincing talker, for he spoke with 
fervor of a man who believes his own 
words. At some of the meetings 
little Edna Billik, 10-year-old daugh- 
ter of the condemned man, pleaded 
with the people to rally to her father’s 
Cause. 

“Help him!”’ she cried. “They are 
going to kill him, and he is innocent!’ 

Father O’Callaghan 
aligning former Mayor 
Dunne, who was later to become gov- 
ernor of Illinois, to his side. Dunne 
declared he was convinced of Billik’s 
Innocence, All this campaigning 
finally led Judge Barnes to recom- 
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mend the change to Governor Deneen 
with the result that Billik walked out 
of the shadow of the gallows and 
went to Joliet prison to serve a life 
term. 

He was a lucky man, this Billik, to 
have such an advocate as the per- 
sistent priest. He remained in prison 
for ten years and on January 4, 
1917, Governor Dunne, who as an 
ordinary citizen had advocated Bil- 
lik’s cause, issued a pardon which 
treed the professor forever from serv- 
ing a sentence for the murder of Mary 
Vrzal. 


Billik’s enjoyment of his hard-won 
freedom was brief. He came back to 
Chicago shortly and died, quite alone, 


on May 24, 1917, protesting to the 
end his innocence of the curious series 
of deaths in the family of Martin and 
Rosa Vrzal. But if any hand but his 
sent the Vrzals to their graves, jus- 
tice has never heard a whisper.

Puss  ™ Boots, a tale which no 
doubt you all have read and enjo7ed, 
was written by a Frenchman named 
Charles Perrault about 1679. but. ‘ike 
many other stories of its kind. is ound 
among the folk-stories of other coun- 
tries with other names and characters. 

The story of Perrault was probably 
taken from one called “Piacevoli 
Notti,” by Straparola. Then. here 
is a Norse version in a story called 
“Lord Peter,” and in the Swedish 
“Palace With Pillars of Gold.” 
has a similar story also. 

There is. moreover, a Hindu ver- 
sion, discovered in Bengal about *884. 
The most complete moral is found ‘n 
Zanzibar. in the tale called “Sultan 
Darai” Here the character that cor- 
responds to Puss in Boots is a zazel!e.
